NEW YORK, April 20~The an-
nual crime bill in New York is rapid-

This sum; could it be devoted to the
construction of new subways for
which the city iy so vainly clamoriag,
would build one of these underground
Tines of travel every year, clean all
the streets, pay the salaries of all the
officials and leave about $4,000,000 in !

In addition to this vast sum $42,605,

473 was spent in the greater city for
the detection, punishment and pre-
vention of crime. Crime during the
past year exacted nlsp $424,180 for
the maintenance of the District At-
torney's office and $13840841 for the
Police Department. Throughout the
whole country more than 300,000 in-
mates of almshouses, asylums, re-!
formatories and similar institutions
cost the country more than $62,000,.
000 annually, In New York alone the
proportion of the annual budget tra-
ceable to erime amounts to $78866,
100. Through other thannels the tot-
al probably exceeds $125000,000, so
that this eity has the record of having
the highest crime tax in the United
States. Throughout the country the
direct cost of crime is estimated at
$700,000,000, but New York's bill is
far in excess of that of any other city

There is now predicted the striking
possibility of a horseless and flyless
New York, and the spectacle w@ay
soon be presented here of real war
in which the deaths will run into un
numbered billions, for the greatest
city in the country is likely to begin
n systematie attack on the comnion
house fly.

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Memories of the old days of New
York's commerce when it was handl-
ed in sailing vessels, before the advent
of steam driven ships, were awakened
this week by the record breaking ar-
rival of the Pruessen, the largest sail-
ing vessel of its class in the world.

Tndeed the
city's intinerant pushcart merchants
do annually a greater business than
many a thriving town, while their
number exceeds the population of
any of more than two-thirds of the
towns and cities of the country. The
lower east side, with 5109 ‘of these
pushcarts peculiar to the newly ar-
rived merchant of foreign extraction,
leads all the rest, and its showing in
this line would if all the pushcarts
were placed end to end extend more
than ten miles. The business of sup-
plying these movable counters em-
ploys more than 2,000 men in five
large factories and has a gross re-
vetiue of more than $2,000,000 annual-
ly. The pushcart is_apparently pecu.
liar to New York.
